It ia devoted to provide the desira- 


bility of union with the United Stated. 
He says tint the Canadian nationality 
is a lost cause, and that ultimate union 
with the states is morally certain. Can- 
adian patriotism 
must provide a real 


union—not mere annexation, but an 
equal and honorable alliance like that 
of Scotland with England. This change 
involves no other in the relations be-, 
tween Canada aid England. The econ- 
omical ad vintages to Canada of such 
a continental union w«uld be immense 
It would be no menace to England, bul 
the reverse, and would introduce into 
the United States councils questions 
of a commercial and diplomatic cliarac 
ter, with an element favorable to Eng 
land, which influence would be of th 
greatest value. 
There is but a =!igh 


chance of building np Canada as a ri 
val of the United States, while in the 
case of a war with England the great- 
est danger would be removed, and Can- 
ada would gain both in wealth and 
strength."
